MANCHESTER, Eng. Maintaining his 
lead since he passed J, Vedrines between 
Stirling and Glasgow, this morning, 
Andre Beaumont descended at Man- 
chester at 4:47 o’clock this afternoon. 

Vedrines arrived at Manchester at 
9:18 o'clock. An immense throng from the 
big factory town surrounded the landing 
place and greeted the two aviators. 

There is still a flight of 141 miles to 
Bristol, before the aviators today. 

On the 86-mile lap between Glasgow 
and Carlisle, Vedrines cut down Beau- 
mont’s lead of 20 minutes to six minutes. 
The race has resolved itself into a con- 
test between the two Frenchmen.

Ved- 
rines Was just behind him and the race 
was a most thrilling one. .

SURVEYORS MAKE 
ENGINEER'S MAPS 


WASHINGTON—The United States 
geological survey is issuing at frequent 
intervals topographic sheets resulting 
from the surveys of last year’s field 
season. From 25,000 to 30,000 square 
miles in different parts of the United 
States are mapped each year by the 
federal topographers, under the guiding 
hand of R. B. Marshall, the survey’s 
chief geographer. 

This mapping is: done on the ground 
and the field sheet itself shows every 
physical characteristic of the area sur- 
veyed, as well as all works of man. Dur- 
ing the following winter season the 
topographer inks in his map and it is 
thereypon engraved and printed by the 
survey's engraving division, 

The maps are printed in three colors. 
The contour lines which show the con- 
figuration of the country—the hills, 
slopes, valleys_and peaks—are printed 
in brown; the rivers, swamps, lakes and 
other water features in blue€ and the 
county lines and other political sub- 
divisions, railroads, wagon roads, houses 
and other evidences of civilization are 
printed in black.

LAWRENCE, Mass.—Rigorous' eco- 
nomy for the remainder of the year was 
the expressed determination of Mayor 
Cahill and other city officials when they 
arrived at city hall today after the 
conference Monday with Governor Foss 
in Boston in which the latter decided not 
to intervene in the affairs of the city. 

Mayor Cahill informed the Governor

There is more activity in hemlock sole | 
leather than there was a week ago. and | 
a very good trade was reported. Ship-| 
ments the past week were quite large, | 
and the buyers were frequently 
about the market. 

A few English buyers are now 
which, together with a fair cable 
ness, has given the trade a better feel- 
ing. Prices are as firm as they can be, 
and with a 15-cent hide to face they 
are not showing the sl.ghtest weakness. 

Union and oak sole leather prices are 
even stronger than a week ago, and none 
are bold enough to predict when or where 
the top prices may go. 

Tanners report stock low and the out- 
put so far below normal it is a question 
of filling orders now in hand, rather than 
the selling department looking for trade. 
If reports at hand are only partially true 
it is the opinion that buvers are facing 
a stronger market than they have ever 
before. 

All buyers of side upper leather know 
that it is high and scarce. A Jarge tan- 
ner of chrome side leather stated that 
he declined an order for 500 dozens at 
the ruling price. This will illustrate the 
situation. 

Calf skins have been reported easier, 
but investigation failed to prove the 
statement. A large dealer in calf skins 
stated that desirable skins could not be 
found in any quantity, and now that 
these skins are so largely used in wo- 
men’s and misses’ footwear the finish- 
ers have a demand from that quarter 
which a few years ago did not exist. 
Prices are very firm, with a tendency 
upward. 

Split leather is shipped about as fast 
as it comes in, either on domestic or 
foreign orders. The undesirables accu- 
mulate somewhat, but anything ap- 
proaching good weight finds a waiting’ 
market. Under ‘these conditions prices 
are not softening any. 

Patent leather finishers have the sit- 
uation much to their liking. The weather 
has been so extremely favorable to pro- 
duction that large lots have come to 
market, but they are used to fill orders 
at once, 80 nothing resembjing a surplus 
can be seen. Patent kid and calf are 
shipped as soon as ready with quite a 
foreign demand to satisfy. Prices are 
keeping with the advancing prices 
of the raw material.
